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PUBLIC SCHOOL MORALITY. 


The editorial on the above subject which 
appearea in Saturday’s issue of the Herald 
has caused considerable consternation in the 
minds ofa numbur of the parents in town, 
as-no suspicion had arisen that anything 
approaching vice or immorality was in ex- 
istence among the-pupils of our schools here. 


In cenversation with K. W. Maclenzie 
this morning the fact was elicited that he 
was tunaware of the existence of any of the 
implied vicious tendencies amongst the 
children. He considers that if Edmonton 
public school is not to be considered in the 
general classification of the Herald, that 
paper should at ouce state that such is the 
case, and if our school is included, parti- 
culars should be given instead of yague gen- 
eralizations. Mr. Mackenzie consulted 
with his staff to-day at a special conference 
and each of them deny the existence of the 
conditions indicated. While the children 
are in the play ground at recess they are 
continually under the eyes of the teachers, 
and a careful supervision of the pupils is 
also maintained at all times during school 
hours as provided for by the school act of 
the Northwest Territories. Mr. Mackenzie 
considers the Heraid’s general condemnation 
of the Territorial public school system as 
including Edmonton schools, and urges the 
Herald, if his interpretation of their article 
is correct, to state on what authority its 
condemnation is founded as regards the 
school here. 

Other parents say they remember some 
scandal here a few yzars ago, but they can- 
not believe cur school is a ‘t hotbed,” such 
as the Herald assumes it must be under the 
existing system.

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THE NORTHWEST ASSEMBLY. 


The secord session of the third leg- 
lative assembly of the Northwest Ter- 
ritories opened at Regina last Tuesday. 
The speech from the throne is a very 
lengthy document. It gives a complete 
statement of the reports concerning 
crops and cattle received from the 
various agricultural centres of the Ter- 
ritories, and states that the general con. 
census of western opinion is, that the 
imperial government should be urged te 
establish a re-niouat or military horse 
depot at Calgary. Altogether the agri- 
cultural- and stocle raising interests 
throughout the Northwest are eminent- 
ly satisfactory. 

It states that the one thing necessary 
to ensure continuous progress will doubt 
less soon be supplied,—namely, the 
creation and maintenance of a home or 
local market, as well as connection 
with foreign business centres. 

Satisfaction i: expressed at the 
establishment of thirty dairy and cheese 
associations, and at the announcement 
of the minister of agriculture re cold 
storage. 

Referring to creameries the speech 
says: “The several visits made to the 
Northwest by Professor Robertson, 
Dominion agriculturist and dairy com- 
missioner, have given an impetus to the 
more compliéated branches of scientific 

arming. Asa result of his effurts, a 
large number of creameries have been 
established in Manitoba, and more re- 
cently in the Territories, noticeably at 
Moose Jaw, Indian Head, Prince AI- 
bert and Regina.- That at Moose Jaw, 
has afforded an opportunity of thorough- 
ly testing and ascertaining results, hav- 
ing been in operation from the middle 
of May until the latter part of Novem- 
ber, 1895, and since then. The total 
quantity of butter made between the 
months specified from milk and cream 
supplied by sixty customers, was in the 
vicinity of 70,000 tbs., and the value at 
Moose Jaw railway station was $19.31 
per 100 lbs. ,—most of it being shipped 
to Manchester, England. The rate of 
transport from Moose Jaw to Montreal 
is $1.28 per 200 lbs., with a rebate of 
124c. per 100 if and when the butter 
is shipped from Montreal. It must be 
remembered, however, that a creamery 
can only be managed successfully by 
men who have had a technical training, 
sufficient for the requirements of the 
business.” 

On educational matter His Honor re- 
marks as follows: ‘The -progress of 
educational i in the - Ter- 
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institutions 
rituries must-be considered very satis- 
foctory. On the 29th August, 1895, 
there had been proclaimed 384 public 
schools, 36 Roman Catholic public 
schools, 10 Roman Catholic separate 


schools, and 2 Protestant separate 
schools, in all 432 school districts. 


During the 13 months that have since 
elapsed, 50 public schools, two Roman 
Catholic public schools and 1 Protest- 
ant separate school have been erected, 
making a total of 485 schools, and the 
estimated number of pupils in attend- 
ance was 19,710. 

“As the school debenture debt re- 
presents taxes voluntarily incurred, the 
following statement may be of interest. 
Since August, 1895, debeniures have 
been issued and registered to the 
amount of $40,225. In addition, sanc- 
tion has been given to 12 school dis- 
tricts to issue debentures amounting to 
$4,150. The total amount of school 
debentures issued since 3rd June, 1886 
is $233,500. The maturity of these 
debentures has practically very recently 
begun. Up to August 31st, 1896, 
$9,245 have been written off, $3,250 
faliing due this month, and in each 
succeeding month will see a larger num- 
ber of school debentures arriving at 
maturity. The amount absorbed by 
the payment af annual coupons, repre- 
sents about 74 per cent. of the indebt- 
ness, maturing during various periods 
upto A. D. 1916.” 

Several other matters are dealt with 
in the speech. The public works para- 
graph says: “On former occasions, 
the attention of this assembly was call- 
ed to the existing system of expendi- 
ture of funds for roads and bridges in 
each electoral district, and suggestions 
made as to the necessity for reforms in 
this particular. Grave irregularities 
have since arisen in various cases, and 
it is no doubt time for action to be 
be taken in the premises.” 


Reference is made to the probability 
of the Crow’s Nest Pass railway soon 
becoming an active factor in North- 
west progress. The coal oil tests at 
Athabasca Landing have not been as 
satisfactory as was anticipated. Mr,

THE KOOTENAY AND EDMON. 
TON DISTRICT. 


In writing the following article I 
want to present as near as possible the 
true character of the now famous 
Kootenay district and by my extended 
trip through the region, I am inclined 
to think that J am enabled to give a 
fair opinion on this particular country 
of our great Dominion. 

It may be now called a comparatively 
easy task to reach tliose thriving min 
ing centres, since natural facilities, com- 
bined with the energetic spirit of far- 
seeing men, have opened the region for 
development. 

I think it not out of the way to give 
a short account of the route. After 
the traveller leaves Revelstoke on the 
main line of the C. P. R, a branch 
line takes us to Arrowhead, the most 
northern point on the Arrow lakes, 
from where, in order to reach the 
Trout lake country a boat service to 
Thompson’s landing is kept, and from 
this point by stage on a good road, we 
are brought to Trout lake city, a thriv- 
ing place most picturesquely situated 
on the charming lake of the same name, 
imbedded amidst the grand mountain 
scenery which British Columbia alone 
can afford. The Trout lake country is 
looked upon favorably by the investing 
pubhe on account of its rich prospect 
in silver ore, and a movement is on 
foot to replace the wagon road by a 
railroad at an early date. 

It was here I met with G. Bourke, 
a gentleman, who is well known to the 
people of Edmontcn and commanded 
considerable respect among the prospect- 
ors of past days by his extended ex- 
perience, and travel, which qualities he 
still retains at his new place of 
operation. 

After being convinced of the promis- 
ing future of this deserving place, I 
took up the journey. It was necessary 
to go back to Arrowhead to catch the 
boat that plys between there and Trail. 
It may be acknewledged to the credit of 
the boat owners that the equipment of 
this boat left nothing to be desired in 
regard to comfort. 


Between the ever varying aspect of 
the mountain vegion, we glide down 
the lake. High bluffs seem to advance 
on the waters and leave little or no 
room for the establishment of even a 
small farm until we reach a point on 
the east side of the lower Arrowhead, 
called Deer Park, which is the pearl of 
the whole region. A flat in places 
slightly timbered for about 2,000 or 
3,000 acres, with its charming position 
on the lake, its natural roadway, with 
mineral prospects and mines of acknow- 
ledged wealth in the immediate vicinity 
could not, but become the object of at- 
tion of any visitor and already the im- 
portance of the place has been recogniz- 
ed and a market in real property has 
been established, to bring the most 
home-like spot of the whole Kootenay 
before the public with success. 


But let us get to the end of the boat 
ride and land in Trail, the distributing 
center for West Kootenay. Here we 
find a busy and enterprising place. A 
visitor need not fear disappointment in 
regard to comfort or even luxury and 
order and cleanliness. The best of 
hotels the whole country possesses are 
centred in trail and the names of their 
proprietors are security enough to 
to pacify and satisfy even the mest 
scrupulous gourmand. 

The people of trail are lucky in hav- 
ing a gensleman filling the position of 
chief magistrate of a most energetic and 
enterprising nature. Mr. Topping, 
more familiarly calied the father of 
Trail, is justifying the title in every re- 
spect, It must be understood that all 
the city improvements have private 
concerns to thank for their existence, 
and it musi be remembered that a good 
deal of the people there are of Ameri- 
can origin. Trail has besides the ordin- 
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ary improvements of 2 town such as 
sidewalks and graded streets, water 
works and electric light. Two boats, 
one from the north and one from the 
south form a daily intercourse with the 
centre world. Trail is the starting 
point. of the narrow gauge railroad ~ to 
Rossland. It has a smelter -and other 
industries making it a real business 
centre for this particular region. 

Rossland the booming young giant in 
the mining record of British Columbia 
is reached at present by the narrow 
guage railroad from Trail, but in the 
near future it also will be connected by 
a railroad from Northport on the 
Columbia River to the sou:h. 

It is almost useless for me to attempt 
a description of this point since so mauy 
reports have already almost exhausted 
the subject, but it may still be asserted 
that Rossland azd its surrounding 
wealth of mineral will warrant the ex- 
citement and justify its rapid progress. 

Since time is money I will lead the 
reader quickly back to Trail, and hurry 
him on board the boat with Nelson as 
our destination. At Robson again we 
change the way of conveyance and 
make ourselves comfotable on the rail- 
read cars. On arriving at Nelson we 
are immediately impressed with the 
fact that we have reached the substan- 
tial business centre of the district. But 
it has not only the importance of acom- 
mercial centre. The perhaps more im- 
portant fact of being the prospective 
terminus of the Jong desired Crow’s 
Nest Pass railroad as well as_ being the 
established political point with its 
coufts, government offices, chartered 
banks, will at once distinguish this 
piace, and inspire faith in the solidity 
of the city. Nelson combines the ad- 
vantages of being a busy mining town 
with the dignity of the political center. 
Two boat lines connect her with the 
Koctenay lake while railroads are at 
present terminating within her 
boundaries. 


A further advantage for Nelson is 
che lack of incorporation. There is no 
doubt, of the importance of the place 
and less of its progressing in future. In 
addition to these advantages, Nelson 
owns one of the fairest situation in our 
Rocky Mountains and the pure air in- 
sures health. Indeed I left with some 
regret, but as to see more was the object 
of my trip, Kaslo the once famous 
boom townatthe north end of the 
Kootenay lake was my next aim. 
Though having learnt of the revival of 
the town from its late crisis I was 
astonished at the amount of business 
transacted. Building operations are 
going on briskly and everything points 
to asolid and lasting progress which is 
in no small way due to the actual rich- 
ness in mineral of the adjoining coun- 
try. Kaslo again is connected by rail 
with Nakusp on Arrow lake. This 
railroad crosses over perhaps the richest 
silver country in the world and all 
places along its track give testimony 
to the fact, especially Sandon which at 
present holds the record for rapidity of 
development and its future is assured, 
backed by the wealth of it silver ore. 


With the impression of_ having 
achieved the object of my journey I set 
out for the plains again and aftera re- 
gretful farewell look at the grand 
monntains, I hurried back to Revel- 
stoke and had the C. P. R. do the rest 
in bringing me home. The very rat- 
tling of the cars assisted the theories 
that began to form themselves and I 
would like to submit some of my re- 
flections, the product of my leisure 
on the cars. The combined population 
of abont 35,000 of the Kootenay, want 
to be supplied with produce and the 
competition question has been enough 
ventilated sophistically, bet has hardly 
received the practical test of the -in- 
habitants of our fair Edmonton district, 
Acco-ding to the prices of farm pro- 
duce which I had an opportunity of 
comparing with ours, an idea of an easy 
exchange of our produce has come to 
me. 


I could not seeso much of the great 
hindrance, Edmonton freight rates, that 
prevent our farmers from becoming sup- 
pliers for the Kootenay, but I found 
that the*present way of exchanging 
the products is the real cause of our 
being left in the background. The 
farmers of this country should not look 
for the assistance of high toned corpora- 
tion or the doubtful support of private 
individuals, but should inaugurate a 
direct business connection between 
themselves and the consumers of the 
Kootenay. I venture to say that all 
the first class farm produce of our farms 
will hardly suffice to keep the Kooten- 
ians, who are, by the way,used to good 
food at three meals a day. Thus there 
could not be the slightest doubt enter- 
tained as to placement of the~produce, 
but it must always be borne in mind 
that only prime quality is wanted and 
therefore it depends entirely on the 
farmers to open and hold their market 
in the Kootenay by sticking to honest 
principles. If properly organized and 
economically as well as intelligently 
conducted it becomes a simple and 
lucrative cash business transaction for 
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BROS.

SUPREME COURT JUDGMENTS. 


The following judgments were received 


from Mr. Justice Scott by last mail. 
Peter Pruden vs. J. C. Squarebriggs, 


Margaret I. Squarebriggs, and Emmeline 


Dietz. This was an application by the de- 
fendant Dietz, who had conduct of the 
sale of Sturgeon mall property, for the dis- 
tribation of the proceeds of the sale in pay- 
ment of various sums viz. $951.93 aad 
interest to the Rev. Pere Oblates Marie 
Immaculate ; Costs of sale and confirmation 
there of ; $870.40"plaintiffs taxed costs ; 
$756.25 in full of plaintiff's } th. interest in 
the property ; $1207.57 and interest to the 
Plaintiff; and remainder of proceeds to 
defendant James C. Sgquarekriggs or his 
execution creditors or assigns: 

The property in question was scld on the 
2nd, May 1896 to one Percy 8, Cunliffe, 
and an order was made by conseat that the 
purchase money be paid into court to the 
credit of this action. The case was argued 
on Sth, July 1896. It was agreed by all 
the parties that the amounts due the Pere 
Oblates and Emmeline Dietz should be paid. 
There was considerable evidence produced 
as to the claims of the other parties. The 
judge holds that the lands in qnestion were 
intended to formand did form part ot the 


partnership estate. Judgment were mede 
as follows : 


(1) For payme ttc the Oblate Fathers the 
aucunt which may be found by the Deputy 
eterk to be due to them in respect of their 
mortgage. 

(2) To Emmeline Dietz the costs of her 
advocate, less the sum of $25 retained by 
said advocate. 


(3) The payment of plaintiffs costs on 
taxaticn. 

(4) To the plaintiff the sum of $756.25 for 
his one-forth interest in the property sold. 


(5) Balance to goto plaintiff towards the 
$1200 due from defendant. J. S. Square- 
briggs. C. M. Wocdwerth for Emmeline 
Dietz; S. 8. Taylor Q. C., for plaintiff; 
N. D. Beck Q. C., for Moore & Macdowall ; 
J.C. F. Bown tor himself; H. C. Taylor 
for B. Hewitt execution creditor of J..C. 
Squarebriggs. : 

James A. Stewart vs. W. S. Robertson. 
Claim was for $57 as custodian of goods 
seized, $8.16 for feeding mares,fand $7.50 
for feeding stallion. Judgment for defend- 
ant with costs, and fer the plaintiff on 
counterclaim without costs. 

N. W. Live Stock Insurance Co. vs. J. ©. 
Morrison. This was an action on two 
promissery notes to cover premiums. upon 
certain insurances on defendants’s live stock 
which were then at Bathgate, N. D. De- 
fendant claimed that the company agreed 
to imsure the stock and haye the policies 
drawn up sothat they would hold goed in 
Canada, and that the stock would he carried 
during transportation. The company’s 
agent denied this and said that defendant 
asked for permission,to remove the stock to 
Canada, and was told such permission could 
be got. The applications for insurance 
were then drawn up, signed and delivered. 
The original policies were not produced or 
their absence accounted for, but in cross-ex- 
amination of defendant a blank form of 
policy was shown him which he stated was 
similar to the policies he had received. 
That form contained a number of stipula- 
tions and conditions which were not con- 
tained or referred to in the application. 
Each application was for an ins"rance 
against loss by death, disease, or accident 
for the term of one year, no matter where 
they might be removed during that time, 
and also during their removal. There was 
nothing in the-application to show that the 
insurance contract was to be subject toa 
condition that the policy was to be void, if 
the stock were removed. Where then was 
the authority of the company to insert such 
a condition in its policy? From the evi- 
dence it appeared that the parties were 
never of one mind as to the contract. De- 
fendant applied for an insurance. Plaintiff 
company did not unconditionaliy accept his 
application. 
to certain conditions which plaintiff refused 
to accede te. Hence there was no contract 
between them and therefore no considera- 
tion for the making of the notes sued upon. 
Judgment for defendant. |

There is a scandal in Winnipeg professio- 
nal circles. It is understood that « state- 
ment of claim has been filed against two well 
known city doctors for issuing a false certi- 
fieate of lunacy. The Free Press says if the 
case comes before the courts it will be one 
of the most interesting ever tried here. 

The Times’ Cairo correspondent believes 
there is some truth in a native report that 
the Khedive is now makixg a tour of Europe 
incognito and that he has taken with him 
a scheme for Egyptian independence drafted 
by prominent native officiels. ‘This anti- 
Hritish intrigue,” the Times correspondent 
continues, ‘seems the more likely since the 
Khedive while professing that the journey 
is non-political has had an interview with 
M. Hanotaux, the French mizister of foreign 
affairs.” 

Surprise has been created in Regina by 
the arrest by Sergt. Hefferman of Hubert 
Schmitzer, of Strasburg, a German settle- 
ment north of Regina. Schmitzer has | 
always been regarded asa respectable man, 
and was an active politician during the 
recent election. He is, however, accused o 
teing ccencerned in wholesale robberies 
extending over a series of years, and for | 
some time has besn watched. ‘T'wo years 
ago a wagon was stolen from James Brad. 
ner, of Regina ; three weks ago a buckboarc. 
was stoled from McCarthy Bros,; then Mrs 
Carey had a valuable carriage cushion taken 
together with an overcoat belonging to her 
husband. All these things wére found in 
Schmitzer'’s possessson.—Calgary Herald. 

A. Montreal dispatch of Sept. 28th, says‘ 
La Patrie has started a fund for the family 
of Louis Riel. When the Metis chief was 
executed in 1885, a committee was formed 
in this city to raise subscriptions, of which 
Beangrand, of Patrie, was president ; ex- 
Mayor Grenier, treasurer, aud J. X. Perrea- 
ulti secretary. Some $1,300 was subscribed 
and invested in Banque du Peuple stock, 
which is now worthless. La Patrie publish- 
ed a letter signed by Julie De La Gimodiere 
Riel, in which Riel makes an appeal for his 
young son, 14, who was about tofenter the 
Jesuit college when the bank failed. Beau- 
grand has started the subscription with a 
donation of $190. 

New York, Sept. 28.—Jnst two years ago 
Miss Hattie Hashagen, whose deccrative 
paintings have delighted thousands at the 
art exhibitions, arranged with an Indian 
named Thunder Cloud to pose as her model 
for a picture of wild western life. Thander 
Clond, who is a big strapping fellow, 
straight as an arrow, with piercing black 
eyes, a brighter face than most Indians, and 
altogether a noble representative of his raze, 
fell in love with the artist, and now they 
are married. Thunder Cloud was born in 
the Caughnawaga country, near Montreal, 
abvut forty years ago, and a few years later 
was carried as a papoose to Northern Min- 
nesota. His mother was a full blood Sioux, 
and his father a half-breed Chippewa. When 
twenty years of age he was taken to Europe 
by Buffalo Bill, and was the most admired 
of the Redskins who appeared with tke 
Wild West show before the nobil- 
ity. Since his return to New York he has 
earned a good living by posing and selling 
Indian curiosities. In the city directory 
Thunder Cloud’s name appears as Dominick 
Planre, but to their friends the couple are 
known as Mr. and Mrs. Thunder Cloud.
